BISHOP M’QUAID’S RECENT ATTACK 
CONDEMNED. 


The Rochester Prelate as an Unruly 
Member of the Catholic Clergy—His- 
tory of a Bitter Controversy. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2%4.—The feud dividing 
Bishop McQuaid of Rochester from Arch- 
bishop Ireland is of long standing. It has 
led to many burning controversies. And it 
is closely bound up with another quarrel, of 
more moment to the Catholic Church, be- 
tween the puissant Archbishops of St. Paul 
and New York. 

In Rome Bishop McQuaid has come to be 
regarded much as Dr. McGlynn was once 
regarded in New York—that is to say, as a 
disturbing and unruly member of the Cath- 
olic clergy. | 

His plain and vigorous speech, his hot- 
headedness, his possibly unwise but always 
picturesque denunciations of all those who 
are unfortunate enough to differ from him, 
have won for him a well-established fame of 
a peculiar kind. 

A prelate of Bishop McQuaid’s stamp 
could not but be distasteful at the Vatican. 
For if there be any one thing which the

LET THE PEOPLE SPEAK. 

We are slow to believe that the mem- 
bers of the State Legislature can be 
induced by the paid lobby of the street 
car companies to defeat legislation de- 
signed to protect the people of the cities 
from slaughter by street car death-traps. 
The people of the country know the dan- 
gers of city streets arising from the in- 
difference of street car companies to the 
safety of the public. They know enough 
about the arrogance and indifference of 
corporations to know that the safety of 
the people cannot be left to them. 

The law proposed by Representative 
Johnson is nothing more than a legal 
definition of diligence and care on the 
part of street car corporations under 
the new and dangerous conditions of 
urban rapid transit. It merely enforces 
a precaution which ordinary humanity 
dictates and which is inherent in the 
obligations of a company using the 
streets under a franchise. 

But the maintenance of the lobby to 
defeat protective legislation emphasizes 
‘the hollowness of the pretense that street 
car companies are anxious to-do all in 
their power to protect the public from 
death or injury from cars. It shows 
that the péople and their legislators 
have a great power, which will spare no 
means in attaining its ends, to contend 
with. 

The Municipal Assembly can render the 
people of St. Louis in a measure inde- 
pendent ‘of State legislative action by 
passing the Ferriss bill to compel the use 
of fenders on street cars.

EES “SUGGESTIVE SPEECH, 

The free traders are rejoicing over the 
excellent showing made by Mr. McKinley 
in a speech at Cincinnati the other day. 
He said: 

The internal. commerce of the United 
States during 1890 was exceedingly gratify- 
ing, and gives us some conception of our 
wonderful business activity. The coastwise 
trade of the great lakes in that year aggre 
gated 28,296,969 tons. On our three rivers—~ 
the Mississippi, the M uri and the Ohio 
and their tributaries—for the same year the 
freight aggregated 29,405,046 tons; while 

gh the Detroit River alone there were 
cafried 21,684,000 tons. The tonnage of Lon- 
don and Liverpool combined during 1890 en- 
tered and cleared for the foreign trade was 
24,422,568 tons, or was only about 3,000,000 
tons greater than that which passed through 
Detroit River alone, Our railroads in 
carried an aggregate traffic of 704,398,- 
609 tons of freight. The railroads of the 
whole of Europe in 1890 carried but 768,000, 
000 tons of freight. 

If free trade between the States has 
done so much for our internal commerce, 
how is any reasonable person to suppose 
that high tariffs can enrich the country? 
This contrast between commerce free and 
commerce shackled is very striking. 


THE MAYOR'S OPPORTUNITY. 

Not long ago Mayor Walbridge, who is 
a member of the Civil Service Reform 
Association, delivered in Chicago an able 
address in favor of the merit system in 
choosing governmental employes. 

What is good for the general govern- 
ment in this matter is good for State and 
municipal. governments. The merit sys- 
tem is particularly applicable in the se- 
lection of the men who attend to the 
business of a municipal corporation. No 
one knows better than Mayor Walbridge 
what a curse the spoils system is to the 
government of this and all American 
cities. It is the fruitful mother of incom- 
petence and corruption in public offices. 
The usefulness of the municipal execu- 
tive is greatly hampered by the strain 
it imposes upon him and the influences 
it brings into play. 

The practical value of the merit system 
has been demonstrated by the fact that 
heads of nearly all departments have 
been forced to retain chief deputies who 
understand the business of the officés.

When shown Mr. Ullman’s letter Thurs- 
day, President C. C. Maffitt of the Turf Con- 
gress said: I was not at the meeting when 
the outlaw rule was framed, but I guess 
Corrigan has given Ullman the exact defini- 
tion of dt. The East St. Louis track is in 
good standing with us, and I suppose when 


it is reopened the management will apply | 


to us for official recognition. By complying 
with our rules and regulations, the track 
cam get a license from the Congress, but 
this will necessitate the enforcement of our 
outlaw rule, and in my opinion Corrigan 
has put it that way to Ullman.

KNUTE NELSON. 
(Elected United States Senator from Min- 
nesota.) 

an opposition more than political, an oppo- 
sition due to the fact that he did not hap- 
pen to be born in the United States. A 
brief sketch of the life of Gov. Nelson 
will show how much he has had to con- 
tend with. 

Fifty years ago, on the 2d day of Febru- 
ary, 1843, in a little Norwegian village, 
Knute Nelson was His parents then 
resided in- the parish of Voss, near the city 
of Bergen, Norway. They werein very mod- 
erate circumstances. Three years after the 
birth of their son the father died. In 1849, 
when Knute was 6 years old, his mother 
brought him to the United States. They 
proceeded directly to Chicago, where they 
resided for a year. 


During his residence in Chicago, am 


0 
other work he engaged in for a Hvelihood 
was that of carrier boy for an afternoon 


paper. 

From there they removed, in 1850, to Dane 
County, Wis., settled on a farm located 
about sixteen miles from Albion. For the 
next ten years Knute led the life a 
hard-working my orang 4 boy. He spent his 
Summers in the hay fields, and his winters 
in hauling wood and doing all the odd jobs 
he could find todo. Between times he man- 
aged to pick up a little of the scant instruc- 
tion afforded by the district school. 

One month after the firing of the first 
gun at Fort Sumter, Nelson enlisted as a 
private in Co. B, 4th Wisconsin Regiment. 
He remained in active service until July, 
1864. At the siege of Port Hudson, La., 
June 14, 1868, he was wounded and taken 
prisoner. 

After the war he determined to be a law- 
yer, and at once entered upon the study 
of it, and three years later, in the spring 
of 1867, he was admitted to the bar of the 
Circuit Court for Dane County, Wis. 

His political career dates from this time 
for in 1868, at the age of 25, he was elected 
to T his district in the Assembly of 
the Wisconsin slature. He served t 
in 1868 and 1869. he following year he re- 
moved to Alexandria, Minn., where he has 
resided ever since. Two years later, in 1872, 
he was elected County Attorney for Doug- 
las County. He held this office for thrtle 
years, when he was nominated for the 
State Senate, elected and re-elected the 
following term, serving in that body dur- 
ing the years 1875, 76, 7 and 78. e was 
elected to the n Congress, and 
was re-elected to thé Forty-ninth Congress, 
as a Republican; was elected Governor of 
the State in 1891, and re-elected in 1893.

Criminal Proceedings Against Insurance 
, Companies’ Wreckers. 


NEW YORK Jan. 4—The Wörid this 
morning says: ° 

The man who squandered the $1,700,000 
cash capital and surplus of the American 
Casualty Insurance and Security Co.. will 
have to answer to the criminal law. The 
collapse of this company with liabilities 
exceeding its assets by over $2,000,000 was 
one of the astounding financial events that 
have made the past two years notable, 


Four of the men who were most directly. 


connected with the wrecking of the com- 
pany have been indicted by the Grand-jury. 
They are Col. Henry B. Beecher, Wm. F. 
Midgiey, Vincent R. Schenck and John W. 
Taylor. Midgely is now in the Tombs. He 
‘was arrested on Dec. 14 on a charge of 
fraudulently transferring a check for $21,000 
and was placed under $20,000 bail. 

The men indicted were the members of 
the bankrupt firm of Beecher, Schenck & 


Co. The first acted in a corporate capacity 
as the general manager of the casualty 
company. One of the members of the firm 
of Beecher, Schenck & Co., Col. Henry B. 
Beecher, a son of the great preacher, was 
a director of the American Casualty In- 
surance and Security Co., and William 
Midgely, another member of the firm of 
Beecher, Schenck & Co., was the President 
of the American Casualty Insurance and 
Security Co. All the reports that have been 
madepublicby thosewho attempted to re- 
organize the defunct American Casualty 
Insurance and Security Co. and by the re- 
ceiver later appointed, have placed the 
ility upon this firm of Beecher, 
& Co., alleging that the firm in 
its rene as general manager, had, as 
Gen. Henry W. Slocum, who took the pres- 
idency out of dgely's hands, expressed it, 
“neglected, if t betrayed,’’ the American 
Casualty Insurance and Security Co. 

The indictments found were upon the 
complaint of the Long Island Railroad Co., 
a creditor of the American Casualty In- 
surance and Security Co. to the amount of 
$116,000. This indebtedness was under poli- 
cies of insurance issued to the railroad com- 
pany by the American Casualty In- 
surance and Security Co., which became 
due when the railroad company had to 
settle up the damage claims resulting from 
the great Parkville disaster.

PHILLIPSBURG, Kan., Jan. %4.—In 1891 
James T. Strong, a wealthy farmer of this 
county, was adjudged insane and sent to 
the asylum. During. his trial to determine 
his sanity he asserted that his father-in- 
law, John Bosanko, in collusion with Mrs. 
Strong, had given to him a drag calculated 
to poison him or destroy his reason. The 
Strong estate consisted of several thousand 
dollars’ worth of personal property and 400 
acres of valuable land.
